POLICE BATTLE STEEL STRIKERS AND FIVE ARE KILLED 
Germany, Italy Quit 
Nations Seeking Keep 


War Confined Spain 


(By The Associated Press.) 


LONDON, May 31.—British and French 
warships 


moved into Spanish waters tonight as a swift tempo of 
events roused grave fears for peace, following German 
bombardment of the Spanish port of Almeria and with- 
drawal by Germany and Italy from the 27-nation Eu- 
ropean neutrality committee. 


British and French diplomats rushed between Ger- 


many and Spain to prevent open hostilities, and Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden made an appeal that Germany 
take no further action to heighten gravity of the crisis. 


But there were these developments of grave concern 


to European capitals: 


German warships silenced batteries of the Spanish 


government port at Almeria. Nineteen were killed, in- 
cluding five women and a child, the Madrid-Valencia 
government said. The bombing was in retaliation for Sat- 
urday's attack against the Nazi battleship Dontschland 
in which 24 German sailors were killed ami 82 wounded. 
It was the first open attack in the civil war by a foreign 
power. 


Police pistol volleys and flailing clubs halted 1,500 steel workers and sympathizers at tho South Chicago plant of the Republic Steel corporation, 
five deaths resulting and many others being wounded. Clubs and tear gas bombs failed to halt tho march of the workers toward tho main gate 
of the steel mill and police finally opened fire on the rioters.

According to Leonard P. 


Ayres, a leading 
banker- 


economist, business men are 
inclined to go wrong just 
now by paying too much at- 
tention to the stock market.

curity prices are warranted. 
He calls attention to such 
plain facts as these: 


"The automobile makers 


are 
having 
another 
big 


year. Construction is not 
expanding vigorously, but 
is doing better than it did 
last year. The railroads are 
carrying more freight and 
making more money. Retail 
trade is improving. As long 
as these fundamentals con- 
tinue as they are going, we 
need not fear that there will 
be a serious recession for 
business in general. 


"It now seems probable 


that both the 
volume of 


business done and the prof- 
its will be greater in the 
second quarter than in the 
first, despite disconcerting 
changes in commodity and 
security prices. Employment 
will almost surely be larger. 
Railroad traffic 
will 
be 


greater. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the 
prospects 


for the year as a whole ap- 
pear to be promising rather 
than disquieting. 


"Probably the chief cause 


of our worries is that most 
of us had 
forgotten that

gress the right to take steps 
which would end in war." 


But if we should really 


get into war, for whatever 
reason,

suggests,

war chest of gold. We have 
improved our relations with 
other nations, particularly 
in South America.

These things are the 
best protection we can have

war." 


Thoughtful citizens have 


considered nearly all these 
factors, but the "war chest" 
is a new idea to most of us. 
It brings up memories of 
Kaiser 
Williclm's famous 


Wf.r chest, an accumulation 
of decades, which helped 
tc finance Germany in the 
Word War. 


We have no such inter- 


est in golden rations and am- 
munition as 
the 
Prussian 


war-lords had at that time. 
But if we should be forced 
into another war, or blund- 
er into one, with those $12,- 
000,000,000 of gold in our 
vaults, we would be financ- 
ed as no belligerent power 
has ever been.

WALLACE AND JONES 


CLASH OVER COSTS 
NEW FARM PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
28.—</P>— 
Secretary Wallace and Chairman 
Jones (D-Tex) clashed at a house 
agriculture committee hearing to- 
day on how much a farm price 
stabilization program would cost. 
The Texan, questioning ability 
of the treasury to finance the pro. 
gram which Wallace urged, told 
tho secretary he estimated $635,- 
000,000 to $1,250,000,000 would be 
needed annually for "parity" and 
soil conservation payments If all 
farmers compiled. 
T'I think, Mr. Chairman, that 
your mathematics must be In er- 
ror," 
Wallace replied. 
A short while later, President 
Hoosevelt expressed hope at his 
press conference that Wallace's 
ever normal granary plani part 
of the Price stabilization program, 
wouldq be approved at this ses- 
sion of congress. 
The president 
said he did not know whether he 
would send a special message on 
the subject to the legislators. 


Saying he had based his esti- 
mates on production figures for 
the past ten years and 
parity 
prices as determined by the agri- 
culture department, Jones declared 
he would stand by them until 
shown they were Incorrect. 
Jones then suggested that de- 


partment statisticians estimate the 
cost. 


Estimates offered by American 
Farm Bureau Federation offiicala 
who proposed the legislation to 
congress last week, were $287,000,- 
000 to $700,000,000 annually. 
"Would you have the farmers 
give up the hope of getting pari- 
ty prices for 
their 
products?" 
Wallace demanded. 
Both Favor Parity. 
"Well I'm 
in favor of giving 
them 
parity, but we face the 
very practical question of wheth- 
er the treasury could meet the 
cost as It appears It would be 
under this bill," Jones declared. 
Wallace said that If the pro- 
gram would cost "any such fig- 
ure as you suggest, of course, 
we would have to change our goal. 


"But I think it would be well," 
he added, "to let the 
farmers 
know that congress feels that par- 
ity Is a hopeless thing. 
"I don't think you should place 
it 
on congress' doorstep 
alone 


if the money is not available," 
Jones retorted. 


The object of the legislation Is 
to assure producers of basic farm 
commodities 
prices that 
would 
give them the same purchasing 
power they had during the 1914-19 
period. 
When market 
prices 
fell be- 
fore predetermined "parity" pric- 
es, the treasury would make pay- 
ments bringing the farmers' to- 
tal income up to the parity total. 
Return AAA Substitute. 
Wallace told the commltte he 
believed that 
If the parity ob- 
lective could not 
be 
reached 
through the hill, he thought farm- 
ers would want re-establishment 
of the old AAA with its process- 
in? taxes. 
Jones sggested that the present 
soil conservation program be re- 
tained and that Wallace's plan for 
an "ever-normal" granary, with a 
system 
of commodity loans, be 
established instead of the parity 
program. 
Wallace 
declared 
yesterday 
It 
would be sound public policy to 
spend more than 
$800,000,000 a 
year to assure the farmer as 
much purchasing power as he en- 
joyed In 1909-1014. 
"If the price of the farmers' pro- 
duce could be placed on a par 
with the cost of things he buys, 
Wallace said, it would help pre- 
serve a proper economic balance 
in the nation.

A very In- 
teresting and instructive demon- 
stration was given as how to kill 
birds In the proper way. 


After the bird was dressed, lunch 
Including an Ice course, wag serv- 
ed under a large shady oak on 
the lawn at Mrs. Brown's to nine 
club members and six guests. 


In the afternoon Miss McNabb 
carried 
her 
demonstration 
'on 


showing the proper way to can 
birds. 


First she separated the white 


meat from the dark meat, but cut- 
ting the breast bone away from 
the back of the bird just behind 
the wings. After separating the 
meat she put one cup of hot wa- 
ter In the cooker then placed the 
chicken on the rack Z Inches from 
the bottom of the cooker. The lid 
was then placed on the cooker but 
not screwed down and the pet 
cock was left open 
and 
the 


steam allowed to 
escape 
seven 


minutes before the lugs 
were 


tightened and the pet cock closed, 
and the pressure brought up to 
15 pounds, and processed 18 min- 
utes. 


After processing the bird was 
tal'cn out of cooker and all bones 
removed, also''all blood vessels, 
then the large pieces of meat were 
packed In container, pieces run- 
ning parallel with the height of 
coitalner. A No. 1 can was filled 
with the meat and two ounces of

Do tho following names 
strike a familiar chord in your 
mind? Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil 
Chile, Costa Rica, Cuba, Domini- 
can Republic, Ecuador, El Salva- 
dor, Guatemala, Hatal, Honduras, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Para- 
guay, 
Uruguay, and 
Venezuela. 
This territory is Indeed a world 
of wealth where all the products 
of the entire globe can be suc- 
cessfully 
cultivated, due to the 
wide valleys and extensive table- 
lands, affording all climates and 
zones, and all kinds of soils and 
minerals. Such mighty rivers as 
the Amazon, the widest river in 
the world; Orinoco, Parana, and 
the Plata drain South America. 


Countries Taken Separately. 
Thus far we have covered the 
countries of Latin American only 
generally, but now let us take 
the important countries and one 
by one discuss them briefly as to 
their history, government, and im- 
portant characters. 


To gain a better knowledge, let 
us take a mythical tour of the 
most Important countries In Latin 
America. Taking them alphabeti- 
cally, we come to tho land of the 
Gouchos. 
Argentina was discov- 


ered by a party of Spanish ex- 
plorers hearted by Junn Diaz de 
Soils, in 1516. After repeated at- 
tempts Spanish explorers 
finally 


settled Argentina. 
Yeara of dis- 


satisfaction passed until on May 
25, 1810, Buenos Aires, the capi- 
tal, threw off the Spanish yoke 
and on July D. 1818, the Congress 
of Tueumnn declared the Argen- 
tinian Provinces an 
indppcnden' 


Republic. The legislative body in 
Argentina 
vested 
In a Con- 
gress of two chambers. A consti- 
tution has been made and Is sim- 
ilar to the other constitutions ol 
the Pan American nations. 


Now we come to tho country 


which is actually larger than the 
United States, 
excluding Alaska. 


Brazil, the largest 
country 


among all the republics of North, 
Central, and 
South America—21 


in number. Let us cultivate this 
Pan-Americanism 
and 
become 


citizens not merely of the United 
States but of Pan-America, 
the 
Promised Land of the 
Western 
Hemisphere. 
To get this spirit, 
we must acquire a 
sympathetic 
understanding and appreciation of 
our Latin Ameriban neighbors. 


Tho 
history 
of our relations 
with them has not always been a 
happy one. Go back with me a 
few years In time. Briefly con- 
sider the Mexican war with its 
Immense territorial gain for the 
United States. Equally notorious 
Is the Platt 
Amendment, which 
the 
United States forced upon 


Cuba at the end of the Spanish- 
American war. Do you remem- 
ber our unfortunate Intervention 
in Central American affairs when 
we sent marines to Nicaragua, 
Haiti, and 
the 
Dominican Re- 


public? Were these incidents cal- 
culated to raise a feeling of trust 
with 
our 
southern 
neighbors? 


Certainly they had a perfect right 
to resent It when wo meddled In 
their national affairs to protect 
our 
citizens' investments there. 
Our 
celebrated 
"Dollar 
Diplo- 


macy," or in other words military 
protection 
of 
our 
citizens' for- 
eign Investments, opened a verit- 
able Pandora's 
box of hatreds 
and greeds. Instead of "our coun- 
try, right or wrong," the policy 
was "our dollar, right or wrong." 
The wise abandonment of this 
policy In 1936 has 
notably im- 


proved our relations with Latin 
America. 


Monroe Doctrine. 
Tho United States has based 
most of its former Latin Ameri- 
can diplomacy upon the Monroe 
Doctrine, now an out-moded at- 
titude of 
supervision, 
It 
was 


first 
formulated 
to protect 
the 


independence 
of 
tho 
Americas 
against European powers, and It 
has served Its purpose, notably 
preventing a French empire un- 
der Maximilian in Mexico. How- 
ever, the manner of its enforce- 
ment at certain times has been 
ery irritating to our sister repub- 
lics below the border. They felt, 
und rightly, that the Monroe Doc- 
trine 
did 
not 
give 
the 
United 


States the 
legal right to inter- 


fere in their ufftiirs. 
They par- 


ticularly n.'spnli'd the "Big Stick 
Policy"--an extension of the Mon- 
roe * Doctrine 
under 
Theodore 


Roosevelt. Under this policy our 
government sent marines and of- 
ficials to certain Latin American 
countries to take control of cus- 
tom 
houses, supervise 
Internal 


revenues, and regulate their gen- 
eral 
finances 
in order to 
pay 


There 
is no quicker route 
to 
sympathetic understanding of our 
neighbors than learning the Span- 
ish language. 
As our President 
said, 
"Good 
neighbors we arc. 


and good neighbors we shall al- 
ways be." 


Attributes of Good Neighbor. 
There are certain clearly de- 


fined attributes of good neighbors 
that apply to nations ns directly 
as 
to 
individuals. Prominent 


among these are friendliness, sin- 
cerity, 
helpfulness, 
loyalty, 
un- 


derstanding, and sympathetic con- 
tact. These qualities do not grow 
to any size in a day—or a year— 
or perhaps even a generation. We 
must 
cultivate 
them 
long and 


steadily. 


This duty falls upon each one 


of us. After all, our government's 
success In any endeavor Is only 
the sum total of our personal suc- 
cess in that enterprise. 
Surely 
there can be no pleasanter route 
to achieve these ends than by 
travelling the marvelous new Pan- 
American highway from Washing- 
ton to Buenos Aires. This thin 
ribbon 
of communication 
binds 
North America nnd Latin Amer- 
ica into 
Pan-America. 2 Let us 
cement 
closer 
the 
ties of our 
Pan-American Union. Lot us send 
to these southern peoples as am- 
bassadors men of broad 
vision 


and let each of us seek to know 
their representatives to us. May 
I say here that at the Pan- 
American 
Exposition In 
Dallas 
that We Texans 
should by all 
means see and know these Latin 
American nations on parade. 
It 
is our happy privilege to he host 
to our sister states below the Rio 
Grande. 
May 
our 
traditional

friendliness and hospi-

lic Steel picket lino." 


Van A. Bittncr, regional direc- 


tor of the steel workers' organiz- 
ing committe, addressed the strik- 
ers, referring to tho riot victims 
as "those brave soldiers who wero 
murdered by tho Chicago police." 


"I pledge to you, I pledge to 


my 'union, I pledge to my country 
and my God," Blttnor said, "that 
the me who 
committed 
those 


murders will be treated as mur- 
derers should be treated." 


Bittner said evidence would bo 
gathered and a demand made that 
the police who participated in yes-
